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and 



means for controlling current in the channel region based on an input 



signal; 



a row decoder coupled to the array; 
a column decoder coupled to the array; 
a voltage control switch; and 

control circuitry coupled to the array to control read, write, and erase operations of 



the memory device. 



REMARKS 



In response to the Office Action dated 2 1 December 2000, the applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration of the above-identified application in view of the following remarks. 
Claims 1-5, 8-15, 22, 24-29, 31-35, 37-48, and 50-53 are pending in the application. Claims 11- 
15, 22, 24-29, and 31-35 are allowable. Claims 1-5, 8-10, 37-48, and 50-53 are rejected. Claims 
1-5, 8-10, 37-48, and 50-53 have been amended. New claims 55-57 have been added, and as a 
result claims 1-5, 8-15, 22, 24-29, 31-35, 37-48, 50-53, and 55-57 are now pending in this 
application. No new matter has been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner indicated that claims 1 1-15, 22, 24-29, and 31-35 are allowable. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C.§103 

Claims 1, 2, and 8-10 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Halvis et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,369,040, Halvis). Claims 3-5, 37-48, and 50-53 were rejected 
under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Halvis, and further in view of Demichelis et 
al. The applicant respectfully traverses. 

The applicant respectfully submits that the rejected claims 1-5, 8-10, 37-48, and 50-53 are 
allowable in view of the cited references. The applicant reserves the right to assert these claims 
in a continuation application. 
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However, the applicant has amended the rejected claims 1-5, 8-10, 37-48, and 50-53 to 
obtain a notice of allowance for the above-identified application. The applicant notes that the 
Examiner stated on page 3 of the office action that claims 1 1-15, 22, 24-29, and 31-35 were 
allowable "because the art does not disclose complementary FET's or memory devices using the 
claimed material." The applicant respectfully submits that the amended claims and the claims 
added herein fall within the subject matter that the Examiner indicated was allowable. 



CONCLUSION 

The applicant respectfully submits that all of the pending claims are in condition for 
allowance, and such action is earnestly solicited.
